FUN  Annual  Membership  Meeting 

January  1 1 , 2009 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  9:10  AM  by  FUN  President  Bob  Hurst.  Hurst  asked  everyone  in 
attendance  to  please  turn  off  their  cell  phones  during  the  meeting.  He  also  said  that  he  hates  to  see 
Wednesday  come  the  week  of  the  FUN  show,  because  the  convention  ends  so  9y'ckly.  Hurst  said 
he  was  thankful  to  have  Fran  Lockwood  in  the  exhibit  area,  and  he  appreciated  '‘Mr.  Abe  Lincoln 
attending  the  convention  and  this  meeting. 

Cindy  Wibker  read  her  secretary's  report.  She  estimated  current  FUN  membership  at  3,500.  There 
will  be  approximately  300+  new  members  added  during  the  convention,  and  several  hundred  will  be 
deleted  for  not  paying  their  2009  dues.  Wibker  also  said  the  election  results  will  be  announced  later 
in  the  meeting.  All  officer  seats  were  open  with  one  nominee  for  each  position.  There  are  eight  (8) 
nominees  for  six  (6)  board  of  directors  seats.

Carrie  Best  had  her  treasurer's  report  taped  to  the  wall.  She  said  her  report  was  for  FUN's  general 
operating  account  only,  and  did  not  include  the  convention  account  funds.  Best  gave  a  summary  of 
the  funds  and  how  they  are  used.  Lake  motioned  to  accept  the  treasurer’s  report,  Steve  Hodges  sec¬ 
onded,  and  the  motion  passed. 

Jeanne  Shepard  presented  her  general  chairwoman’s  report.  She  selected  the  Seminole  Indian 
theme,  and  had  a  special  guest,  Susie,  at  the  convention  on  Saturday.  Susie  wore  a  true  Indian  out¬ 
fit  made  by  her  mother. 

Randy  Campbell  said  FUN  had  an  incredible  array  of  speakers  for  FUN’s  2009  educational  program.

ICTA  WILL  WEIGH  IN  ON  POSSIBLE 
NEW  MINT  DIRECTOR 

It  is  the  tradition  in  the  federal  government  that  when  a  new  administration  takes  office,  the  people  who  occupy  any  of  the 
political  appointee  positions  are  usually  replaced  with  the  new  administration's  choices.  This  is  especially  so  when  the 
incoming  party  is  not  the  same  as  the  previous  administration  as  is  the  case  with  the  new  Obama  administration.  So  it 
is  highly  likely  that  the  current  Mint  Director  will  be  replaced  by  a  Democrat  supporter. 

None  of  this  is  anything  new.  What  is  new,  however,  is  that  for  the  first  time  in  its  25  year  history,  ICTA  will  attempt  to  par¬ 
ticipate  in  the  process  of  selecting  a  new  Mint  Director. 

There  may  be  some  who  question  why  ICTAs  Board  of  Directors  would  want  ICTA  to  become  involved  in  what  has  typi¬ 
cally  been  a  political  process.  The  answer  is  quite  simple.  Whether  we  like  it  or  not,  the  U.S.  Mint  is  the  manufacturer  of 
circulating  coinage,  precious  metals  bullion  coinage  and  numismatic  precious  metals  and  base  metal  coins.  What  the 
Mint  produces — or.  as  we've  seen  recently,  doesn't  produce — directly  affects  the  entire  coin  community.  Whether  you  are 
a  collector  or  dealer,  having  the  supply  of  coins  suspended  is  disruptive  and  damaging  to  our  community  and  the  numis¬ 
matic  economy. 

The  Mint's  most  basic  function  is  to  produce  our  country's  circulating  coinage  at  appropriate  cost  and,  while  they  usual¬ 
ly  perform  this  function  quite  well,  recently  they  have  been  unable  to  do  so  consistently.  In  fact,  as  the  prices  of  copper 
and  nickel  rose,  the  Mint’s  solution  was  to  create  a  new  regulation  that  prohibited  melting  of  existing  cents  and  nickels 
(ICTA  was  able  to  carve  out  an  exception  for  certain  items  such  as  War  Nickels)  and  also  sought  to  essentially  strip  the 
U.S.  Congress  of  its  coinage  oversight  power.  They  were  successful  in  outlawing  melting  of  coins,  which  made  perfect 
sense:  but  with  much  opposition,  failed  to  usurp  the  power  held  by  the  U.S.  Congress  for  over  200  years. 

Recently  American  precious  metals  coins  experienced  significant  distribution  problems.  There  were  stretches  of  time 
when  the  Mint  suspended  delivery  of  the  American  Eagle  gold,  silver  and  platinum  coins  and  the  gold  Buffalo  coins.  As 
existing  secondary  market  supplies  dried  up.  premiums  rose — sometimes  to  what  we  would  normally  call  outlandish  lev¬ 
els.  While  the  numismatic  market  is  largely  a  supply  and  demand  driven  market,  precious  metals  bullion  products  are 
expected  to  be  reasonably  available  as  needed.  What  effects  on  our  marketplace  will  this  have  in  the  future  when  those 
who  bought  these  bullion  coins  at  much  higher  than  normal  premiums  seek  to  sell? 

A  less  obvious  but  perhaps  more  worrisome  result  is  that  dealers  are  now  hearing  from  their  gold-buyer  clients  that  the 
U.S.  Mint's  suspending  delivery  (especially  with  no  estimated  resumption  timetable)  is  perhaps  a  precursor  to  the  feder¬ 
al  government  once  again  confiscating  gold.  Gold  confiscation  concerns  are  always  around,  but  not  usually  to  this 
degree.  Considering  the  overall  economic  conditions,  these  concerns  could  become  more  widespread.  (NOTE:  To  the 
best  of  our  knowledge,  these  fears  are  totally  unfounded.) 

Have  we  been  facing  unusual  times?  Sure.  But  record  spikes  in  metals  prices  and  demand  for  precious  metals  coins 
are  NOT  unprecedented.  The  markets  of  1979-1980  were  the  former  high  points  for  gold  and  silver.  The  year  1999  saw 
unusually  high  demand  for  gold  in  expectation  that  the  changing  millennium  would  trigger  havoc. 

in  all  fairness  to  the  Mint,  other  countries'  mints  have  also  periodically  experienced  temporary  delivery  problems  with  their 
precious  metals  products.  Perhaps  communication  with  its  distributors  and  customers  is  the  U.S.  Mint’s  most  serious  failure.

However,  when  dealers  can't  get  product  to  sell  and  investors  and  collectors  can't  obtain  coins  to  purchase  at  a  reason¬ 
able  level,  that's  a  serious  problem  for  our  marketplace.  Lost  business  due  to  lack  of  merchandise,  high  retail  premiums, 
concern  over  government  interference  with  U.S  citizens'  right  to  own  gold — these  are  all  reasons  for  the  industry  as  a 
whole  to  be  concerned.  And  it  is  also  perhaps  a  reason  for  the  industry  to  participate  in  the  process  whereby  these  types 
of  problems  may  be  averted  in  the  future. 

With  the  support  of  the  Professional  Numismatists  Guild  (PNG),  ICTA  is  soliciting  candidates  who  may  have  the  qualifi¬ 
cations  that  could  be  appropriate  for  a  new  Mint  Director,  assuming  the  new  administration  will  replace  the  current. 
Republican-appointed  Director  Moy.  It’s  just  possible  that  there  is  someone  who  could  be  appointed  to  the  position  who 
not  only  meets  the  political  criteria,  but  also  has  the  manufacturing  and/or  coin  expertise  to  manage  this  agency  that  con¬ 
trols  the  production  of  all  of  our  coinage  That  ICTA  hasn't  participated  in  the  process  in  the  past  doesn't  mean  that  it 
isn't  appropriate.  In  fact,  in  these  troublesome  economic  times,  maybe  this  is  the  time  to  change  the  way  things  have 
always  been  done!.

Dick  Wells  spoke  on  behalf  of  the  scholarship  committee.  They  received  three  applications  for  the 
summer  scholarship  to  the  ANA,  and  the  winner  they  selected  was  Antonio  Acevedo.  No  applications 
were  received  for  the  young  numismatist  (YN)  scholarship. 

Wibker  presented  her  convention  coordinator's  report  and  welcomed  everyone  to  FUN  2009.  Last 
year  FUN  set  a  record  with  553  10x10  booths,  and  this  year  we  broke  that  record  with  562!  There 
were  a  total  of  254  corner  booths  and  309  regular  booths,  for  a  total  of  817  8x30”  tables  occupied. 
Wibker  thanked  the  dealers  for  their  support  and  faith  in  FUN.  In  addition  to  our  coin  dealers,  FUN 
had  book  and  supply  dealers,  clubs,  grading  services,  four  foreign  mints  and  some  trade  publications 
represented.  She  thanked  Coin  World  and  Numismatic  News  for  helping  with  advertising  and  public¬ 
ity  throughout  2008.  Wibker  also  thanked  Heritage  Numismatic  Auctions,  FUN's  official  auctioneer, 
for  producing  incredible  consignments  and  auction  catalogs.  Wibker  said  she  enjoyed  working  with 
general  chairwoman  Jeanne  Shepard  throughout  the  year,  and  Shepard  was  modest  about  the  time 
she  invested  in  performing  her  duties  to  prepare  for  this  convention.  Saving  the  best  for  last,  Wibker 
thanked  the  entire  FUN  board  and  volunteer  staff  for  giving  a  week  of  their  time  to  work  the  conven¬ 
tion.  The  results  are  clearly  visible.  We  all  look  forward  to  FUN  2010! 

Nancy  Casey  thanked  all  of  her  workers  at  the  dealer  registration  counters. 

Ed  Abbott  thanked  his  volunteer  staff  who  helped  in  the  exhibit  hall  with  keys  and  cases  -  Pete 
Hickey,  Mickey  Achenbach,  Robin  Kilby  and  Buddy  Hernandez. 

Steve  Hodges  reported  as  sergeant-at-arms  that  move-in  went  smoothly  with  help  from  four  Central 
Florida  Coin  Club  workers.  There  was  a  small  glitch  with  Fed  Ex,  but  it  was  quickly  resolved  and  we 
recovered. 

Tony  Bonaro  said  there  were  53  young  numismatists  (YN’s)  at  Saturday’s  program.  There  was  a  phe¬ 
nomenal  presentation  by  Mr.  Lincoln,  as  well  as  a  Seminole  Indian  presentation.  All  of  the  kids 
received  folders,  and  Steve  Hodges  gave  $150  in  pennies  to  the  YN  program.  Each  child  received 
100  cents  to  look  through,  and  one  filled  61  slots  in  his  folder.  Bonaro  thanked  the  dealers  for  the 
prizes  they  donated,  and  he  thanked  his  volunteer  staff  for  registering  the  children  as  they  arrived. 

Donna  Moon  handled  public  registration,  which  was  staffed  by  volunteer  workers  from  the  Central 
Florida  Coin  Club.

2009. 

Bob  Russell  said  he  completed  his  first  full  year  as  FUN’s  chief  exhibit  judge.  The  judges  were  won¬ 
derful,  and  the  knowledge  and  time  they  invested  was  noticeable.  He  tnanked  the  judges  and  hopes 
they  will  return  next  year. 

Hurst  said  FUN  went  outside  of  the  board  of  directors  and  brought  in  Fran  Lockwood  to  be  in  charge 
of  our  exhibit  area.  Fran  is  a  tremendous  worker,  and  it  is  a  team  effort  as  her  husband,  Ray,  also 
helped.  We  are  honored  to  have  them  with  us.

"Sir  these  may  have  been  uncirculated 
at  one  time,  but  they  are  All  s  now  ". 

193.  A  man  comes  in  with  a  silver  eagle.  I  said.  “Sir.  where  did  you  buy  this?".  He  said  on  ebay  from  China.  I  told  him  it 
was  fake  and  asked  him  why  he  bought  it.  He  said.  “  I  did  not  have  the  date”.  It  was  dated  1 906HH  The  first  silver  eagle 
was  1986. 

194.  Another  man  asks  me  if  I  am  familiar  with  a  pattern  Gobrecht  dollar  that  is  not  in  the  Judd  pattern  book.  I  asked 
him  what  it  was.  He  said  that  it  was  an  1839  with  an  “S"  mint  mark.  He  pulls  it  out  of  his  pocket  and  from  a  distance  I 
could  tell  it  was  a  Chinese  fake.  It  weighed  20  grams,  7  grams  underweight.  The  first  “S"  was  1859. 

195.  Another  gentleman  comes  in  with  12  Statue  of  Liberty  dollars  dated  1906.  3  trade  dollars,  and  2  seated  dollars  All 
were  fake  and  gun  metal  gray.  He  bought  them  on  his  trip  to  China.  If  he  knew  anything,  he  would  have  known  Statue 
of  Liberty  dollars  are  1986. 

196.  A  lady  comes  in  to  sell  her  gold  tooth.  Ray  quotes  her  $65.  which  is  a  lot  for  a  tooth.  She  says.  "That's  all.  I'll  leave 
it  to  my  son”.  I  thought,  that’s  really  smart,  you  leave  a  tooth  as  an  inheritance. 

197.  We  try  to  help  collectors  when  they  ask  for  direction,  but  some  people  just  can  t  be  helped  One  of  our  customers 
sent  all  his  modern  proof  set  coins  to  ANACS  for  grading.  This  was  about  300  coins  all  worth  between  25c  to  $2  each  I 
am  estimating  his  certification  costs  at  $2400.  They  all  come  back  PR-67  on  average.  He  doesn't  like  that  so  he  sends 
them  all  to  NGC.

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Do  the  Old  Two-Cent  Coins  Show  Us 
the  Way  For  Our  Cents?

Not  many  people  collect  the  entire  two-cent  series.  Plenty  of  folks  seem  to  add  a  single  coin  to  their  collection,  to  have 
a  two-cent  type  piece.  But  very  few  people  focus  on  the  entire  date  run  from  1864  all  the  way  to  1873.  Yet  these  over¬ 
looked  coins  may  hold  a  key  for  the  day  of  reckoning  that  may  soon  be  coming  for  our  Lincoln  cents. 

In  case  you  have  been  collecting  for  a  while,  but  have  at  the  same  time  struggled  to  keep  yourself  ignorant  of  cur¬ 
rent  events,  the  humble  Lincoln  cent  has  gotten  to  the  point  where  it  costs  more  to  make  than  it  is  worth  Not  a  lot  more 
but  even  a  fraction  of  a  cent  adds  up  when  one  considers  that  the  United  States  Mint  makes  billions  of  one  cent  coins 
eac  year.  This  is  actually  quite  a  statement  when  you  consider  the  fact  that  our  copper  cents  are  no  longer  even  cop 
per,  and  haven  t  been  since  1982.  They're  zinc  with  a  copper  coating  on  them. 

If  our  one  cent  coins  are  not  worth  making,  why  is  our  Mint  still  in  the  business  of  producing  them7  Why  not  just 
go  to  some  cheaper  metal,  or  discontinue  the  production  until  prices  change  favorably7  Well,  depending  on  who  a  per¬ 
son  speaks  with,  either  there  is  a  powerful  zinc  lobby  within  the  metal  refining  companies,  that  doesn't  want  to  end  the 
rather  lucrative  business  they  have  with  the  United  States  government,  or  there  is  the  matter  of  national  pride,  and  of 
keeping  the  Lincoln  design  on  the  cent  for  a  full  century.  As  of  this  year.  2009.  we  have  achieved  that  second  goal.  There 
should  even  be  new  reverse  designs  for  the  one  cent  coins  shortly. 

Whether  the  Mint  chooses  to  discontinue  the  cent  in  coming  years  or  not.  what  type  of  cent  collection  can  a  per¬ 
son  hope  to  assemble  now7  Thats  not  really  a  bad  question,  especially  in  a  rough  economy.  Assembling  a  Lincoln  cent 
collection  from  change  has  got  to  be  a  cheap  hobby  that  just  about  anyone  can  partake  in.  Truly,  there  is  no  budget  con¬ 
straint  in  this  type  of  collection. 

If  we  think  about  it,  putting  together  a  run  of  Lincoln  cents  from  change  has  to  be  rather  easy,  at  least  for  the 
decades  that  encompass  the  Memorial  reverse  design.  Almost  all  collectors  know  that  Victor  D.  Brenner's  portrait  of 
Abraham  Lincoln  was  placed  on  the  cent  in  1909  because  it  was  the  centennial  of  Lincoln's  birth.  The  wheat  ear  reverse 
was  changed  in  1959  because  that  represented  the  150th  anniversary,  or  sesquicentenmal.  of  his  birth.  According  to 
popular  wisdom,  the  wheat  ear  cents  all  disappeared  with  that  transition.  But  that  still  leaves  a  person  with  fifty  years  of 
Lincoln  cents  that  should  be  available  from  change.  From  1959  up  to  the  present,  all  the  dates  should  be  available  to 
someone  who  takes  the  time  to  look,  and  almost  all  the  mint  marks  (the  earlier  'S'  coins  may  be  hard  to  find). 

If  you  go  through  a  significant  number  of  cents,  you  might  question  that  just  mentioned  common  wisdom  though. 
There  are  still  wheat  cents  to  be  found,  but  it  is  a  matter  of  looking  at  a  lot  of  one  cent  coins.  If  you  don't  have  access  to 
a  large  number  in  your  daily  business  dealing,  you  might  want  to  see  if  you  have  a  pal  who  does.  Do  you  have  a  friend 
or  relative  who  can  pull  a  cent  or  two  from  the  change  they  make  in  their  job.  and  substitute  a  more  common  one7  Do 
you  know  a  bank  teller  who  might  be  able  to  help7  There  are  plenty  of  jobs  in  which  a  person  has  to  handle  a  large 
amount  of  small  change.  Getting  help  from  a  friend  might  be  the  way  to  go. 

Of  course,  if  you  want  a  large  volume  of  cents  to  search  through,  you  could  always  get  rolls  from  your  local  bank 
or  credit  union.  Some  require  you  to  give  a  few  days  notice  when  you  want  a  large  amount  of  coin  in  rolls,  but  the  hunt 
can  be  fascinating.  There  are  still  Lincoln  cents  out  there  from  the  “teens."  This  author  had  a  friend  present  him  with  a 
1919  Lincoln  cent  recently,  wanting  to  know  if  it  was  worth  anything.  The  bad  news  for  this  friend  was  that  the  Philadelphia 
Mint  produced  over  392  million  cents  that  year.  Well  circulated  ones  are  not  rare  at  all.  But  still,  it  s  fun  to  find  a  coin  that 
old  in  your  pocket  change. 

If  you  feel  that  your  search  isn't  going  as  well  as  you  planned,  or  perhaps  not  as  quickly,  why  not  attend  a  F  U  N 
show,  and  see  what  the  dealers  have  in  their  bargain  bins?  Wheat  cents  are  always  available,  even  the  1943  steel  cents. 

If  you  don't  insist  on  high  end  mint  state  coins,  you  may  be  pleasantly  surprised  to  re-discover  the  fun  in  this  level  of  col¬ 
lecting. 

Along  the  way,  you  might  want  to  pick  up  a  two-cent  coin,  if  you  don  t  already  have  one.  Even  in  a  well  circulat¬ 
ed  grade,  the  two-cent  pieces  are  not  particularly  cheap  coins,  but  interest  in  them  may  pick  up,  should  the  Mint  reveal  a 
plan  to  end  the  cent,  or  to  put  it  on  hold  for  a  year  or  so. 

That  idea  brings  up  an  interesting  question  though:  if  Congress  mandates  that  the  Mint  cease  making  one  cent 
coins,  why  couldn't  it  also  mandate  a  resumption  of  the  two-cent  coins7  The  design  certainly  doesn't  need  to  be  the  same 
as  those  of  the  nineteenth  century.  The  new  two  cent  coins  could  actually  feature  the  same  Victor  D  Brenner  design  that 
has  graced  the  Lincoln  cent  for  a  century.  Perhaps  make  the  coins  a  slight  bit  thinner,  and  definitely  make  them  a  bit  larg¬ 
er.  The  only  equipment  that  would  be  affected  are  gum  ball  machines,  as  there  are  a  vanishingly  small  number  of  park¬ 
ing  meters  left  that  still  take  a  one  cent  com.  In  addition,  when  new.  two-cent  coins  are  mandated,  the  Mint  could  initiate 
some  sort  of  buy  back  program  through  the  banks,  in  which  people  brought  in  their  old.  one  cent  coins,  and  put  them 
back  into  use.  We  might  be  surprised  to  see  just  how  many  one  cent  coins  are  in  coffee  cans,  old  soda  bottles,  and  any 
other  variety  of  container  that  is  kicking  around  the  house. 

It  seems  that  our  well  established  one  cent  coin  is  here  for  a  while  longer  But  should  metal  prices  spike,  or 
Congress  get  the  urge  to  end  a  coin  that  loses  us  money,  there  are  certainly  several  options  for  keeping  a  small,  copper 
coin  circulating.  That’s  something  to  ponder  the  next  time  we  get  to  a  coin  show  and  come  across  some  examples  of  the 
two-cent  pieces  of  the  last  century.

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Top  100  “Hard  Times’’  Collecting 


The  real  question  many  of  us 
face  during  this  difficult  financial 
period  in  our  history  is  how  can 
we  still  enjoy  our  hobby,  get 
good  value  from  our  purchases, 
and  learn  from  the  experience 
so  that  we  become  better 
numismatists. 

We  see  tangible  evidence  of 
“hard  times”  in  our  nation's 
coinage  -  the  “Hard  Times” 
tokens  of  the  1840s  and  the  low 
mintages  of  the  1890s,  as  well 
as  the  1920s  and  1930s,  come 
to  mind.  The  point  that  I  am  try¬ 
ing  to  make  is  that  difficult  peri¬ 
ods  like  this  come  and  go.  But 
you  can  bet  your  bottom  dollar 
that  the  sun  will  come  out 
tomorrow. 

In  this  new  economy,  chances 
are  good  that  you  have  tight¬ 
ened  your  belt.  That  means  you 
will  likely  devote  fewer  dollars  to 
your  hobby  purchases. 
Chances  are  also  good  that  you 
will  have  an  affinity  for  hard 
assets  such  as  gold  and  silver 
that  have  historically  held  value 
in  times  of  economic  uncertain¬ 
ty. 

Gold  and  silver  tend  to  hold 
value  in  deflationary  and  infla¬ 
tionary  periods.  They  seem  to 
be  good,  safe  bets  during  times 
when  large  quantities  of  fiat  cur¬ 
rency  (paper  money),  based  on 
little  more  than  good  faith,  are 
being  printed  in  mass. 

Silver  dollars  are  big  and  beau¬ 
tiful,  and  are  made  of  a  little 
more  than  7  ounce  of  pure  sil¬ 
ver.  That's  about  $7.75  in  silver 
at  the  current  spot  of  $10  an 
ounce,  or  $15.50  when  silver

was  $20  per  ounce  less  than  a 
year  ago.  The  current  price  of 
about  $18  to  $20  for  a  100+ 
year  old  Almost  Uncirculated 
Morgan  dollar  seems  to  be  a 
reasonable  and  safe  invest¬ 
ment.

Now,  let’s  take  that  same  invest¬ 
ment,  apply  a  little  knowledge, 
have  fun,  learn,  and  turn  it  into 
something  greater  than  it  was 
when  we  started. 

This  can  be  accomplished  sim¬ 
ply  by  cherrypicking  rare  die 
varieties,  by  buying  inexpensive 
reference  specimens  in  order  to 
study  and  learn,  and  by  making 
prudent  purchasing  decisions. 

The  first  step  is  to  buy  the  book. 
Acquire  the  knowledge!  It’s  rel¬ 
atively  inexpensive,  about  the 
cost  of  a  silver  dollar.  It’s  an 
investment  that  will  pay  for  itself 
many  times  over. 

Collecting  Top  100s  is  easy. 
Just  match  the  picture  to  the 
coin,  look  up  the  price,  the  rari¬ 
ty,  the  extant  population,  and 
other  interesting  tidbits  of  infor¬ 
mation  and  you’re  off  on  a 
whole  new  level  of  advanced 


Morgan  dollar  collecting. 

Thousands  of  collectors  have 
already  experienced  the  thrill  of 
turning  their  $18  to  $20  invest¬ 
ment  into  hundreds,  and  some¬ 
times  thousands  of  dollars  by 
cherrypicking  an  unattributed 
rare  die  variety. 

YOU  wouldn't  turn  down  an 
1804  dollar  with  a  scratch,  with 
cleaning  or  some  other  prob¬ 
lem,  so  I  am  continually  amazed 
at  how  little  very  rare  and  neat 
Morgan  dollar  varieties  with 
minor  problems  bring  in  the 
market.  These  are  rare  coins 
that  make  excellent  reference 
specimens  for  study.  It’s  just  a 
matter  of  time,  supply  and 
demand  before  the  prices  for 
this  type  of  collectible  increas¬ 
es. 

Much  of  what  I  have  to  say 
about  collecting  in  hard  times 
also  applies  to  series  other  than 
Morgan  dollars  or  Top  100  vari¬ 
eties.

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The  Best  Secured  Coin  Shows  for  2008 

By  Colonel  Steven  Ellsworth 

Clifton  Virginia— Colonel  Steven  Ellsworth  of  the  Butternut  Company  has  announced  the  annual  selection  of  'The  Best 
Secured  Com  Shows  for  2008.”  COL  Ellsworth  has  personally  attended  nearly  100  coin  shows  during  2007  and  2008 
where  he  pays  particular  attention  and  evaluates  the  kinds  and  types  of  security  that  are  provided  for  both  dealers  and 
the  public.  In  addition,  he  receives  hundreds  of  reports  from  across  the  nation  from  coin  dealers,  collectors  and  crime 
incident  reports. 

The  last  two  years  we  have  had  an  increase  in  robberies,  in  addition  to  thefts.  I  am  sorry  to  say  that  not  only  the  num¬ 
bers  have  increased  but  also  the  level  of  violence  and  the  brazen  boldness  of  criminals  have  escalated.  Looking  forward 
to  2009  and  with  the  strains  on  the  economy  is  going  through;  we  will  most  likely  continue  to  see  increases  in  crimes  of 
theft  and  robbery  directed  towards  our  hobby”. 

As  in  previous  years  the  single  greatest  risk  to  a  dealer  or  collector  is  following  a  coin  show  or  event  and  then  to  leave 
coins  in  an  unattended  vehicle.  “I  have  continually  advised  against  this  action  for  over  1 5  years,  yet  it  still  seems  to  be  the 
single  largest  incident  for  numismatic  losses.  The  loss  through  theft  is  mentally  traumatic  and  usually  an  enormous  finan¬ 
cial  drain  on  its  victims.  Some  Dealers  are  virtually  wiped  out;  and.  a  collector  who  has  his  entire  collection  stolen  usual¬ 
ly  quits  the  hobby"  advised  COL  Ellsworth. 

Most  importantly,  security  is  an  individual’s  own  responsibility.  It  is  up  to  professionals  to  continually  train  for  the  worst, 
and  hope  for  the  best.  Most  dealers  simply  ignore  the  risks  and  pretend  they  will  not  be  a  victim  paying  only  minimal 
efforts  to  security  by  such  ludicrous  ideas  of  asking  someone  who  also  has  no  security  training  to  “watch  my  coins  . 
"There  are  only  a  few  dealers  I  know  who  have  taken  the  time  or  spent  the  money  for  serious  security  training.  This  to  me 
verifies  the  problem  in  that  there  are  really  only  a  handful  of  dealers  who  have  made  the  decision  that  they  will  refuse  to 
be  a  victim.”  was  Ellsworth’s  response. 

When  asked  what  security  measures  he  would  like  to  see  improved  at  shows  Ellsworth  said  “the  security  presence  dur¬ 
ing  dealer  setup  and  breakdown,  not  only  on  the  bourse  floor,  is  still  a  major  problem  and  an  area  for  improvement.  Show 
promoters  still  waist  security  personal  at  the  front  door  checking  badges  of  dealers  when  the  very  important  parking  and 
loading  areas  are  left  unattended  by  security  personnel.  It  still  seems  like  most  show  administrators  forget  that  dealers 
are  extremely  vulnerable  during  setup  and  breakdown  moving  into  and  out  of  the  facility  and  while  loading  their  vehicles. 
It  would  be  highly  advisable  to  have  a  dedicated  set  of  eyes  watching  your  back  and  observing  the  area  for  threats. 

Most  shows  listed  below  we  actually  attended;  and,  some  that  are  listed  were  shows  we  were  unable  to  attend,  but  were 
given  excellent  detailed  reports  from  multiple  attendees.  However,  of  those  we  have  seen  or  have  verified  reports  on,  I 
would  rate  these  as  the  “The  Best  of  the  Best  in  Coin  Show  Security  for  2008”  and  have  compared  them  to  those  rated 
best  for  2007. 

"This  year’s  list  we  not  only  took  into  account  the  show  security  itself,  but  in  addition  the  awareness  and  concern  of  the 
sponsors  as  it  pertains  to  security"  said  Colonel  Steven  Ellsworth.  “Our  objective  is  always  to  keep  a  constant  level  of 
vigilance  in  security  matters  to  help  dealers  and  collectors  manage  the  risks  posed  from  theft”,  stated  COL  Ellsworth. 

1  American  Numismatic  Association  National  Money  Show,  Charlotte,  NC.  (Named  for  2007)  Security  was  contin¬ 

ual  provided  by  uniformed  Charlotte  Police  and  plain  clothes  private  security.  Security  was  provided  in  and  out  of  the 
facility  during  set  up  and  breakdown  and  dealers  had  access  to  underground  convention  unloading  and  loading  with  secu¬ 
rity  vigilant  during  the  process.  Registration  and  name  tags  were  required  for  all  attendees. 

American  Numismatic  Association  Worlds  Fair  of  Money,  Baltimore.  MD.  (Named  for  2008)  Security  is  continually  pro¬ 
vided  by  private  security  and  uniformed  Baltimore  City  Police.  In  addition,  numerous  federal  agents  are  present  when  US  Mint 
and  Printing  items  are  displayed.  Unloading  and  loading  is  in  a  gated  section  of  the  convention  center  and  provides  better  than 
average  security  for  dealers  un-loading  and  loading.  Registration  and  nametags  are  required  for  all  attendees. 

3.  Blue  Ridge  Numismatic  Association,  Dalton,  GA.  (Named  for  2007  &  2008)  Security  is  continually  provided  by 
off-duty  uniformed  Walker  County  Sheriffs,  off  duty  GBI  agents  &  private  security.  Security  is  provided  in  and  out  of  the 
facility  during  set  up  and  breakdown.  Unloading  and  Loading  is  under  watchful  eyes  of  security  personnel.  A  registration 
fee  and  nametags  were  required  for  all  attendees. 

4  Charlotte  Coin  Club  (Named  2007  &  2008)  Security  is  provided  by  off-duty  uniformed  Charlotte/Mecklenburg 
police  Security  is  excellent  in  and  out  of  the  facility  during  set  up  and  breakdown  with  dealers  are  allowed  to  unload 
inside  the  convention  facility.  During  breakdown,  non-table  holders  are  required  to  leave  the  show  by  security  personnel 
giving  dealers  a  full  two  hours  of  uninterrupted  breakdown.  Registration  and  nametags  are  required  for  all  attendees. 

Early  American  Copper  Convention,  Dallas,  TX  (Named  2008)  Security  was  provided  by  a  private  security  con¬ 
tractor  and  supplemented  by  uniformed  local  police.  Security  is  vigilant  in  and  out  of  the  facility  during  set  up  and  break¬ 
down  Security  is  extremely  vigilant  during  the  show  which  drastically  deters  shoplifting.  In  addition,  the  principal  securi¬ 
ty  contractor  has  established  and  maintains  a  national  data  base  for  numismatic  crimes  and  is  well  respected  throughout 
the  hobby  as  an  expert  in  the  field  of  numismatic  crimes.  Registration  and  nametags  were  required  for  all  attendees. 

Florida  United  Numismatist  Convention,  Orlando,  FL  (Named  2007  &  2008)  Security  is  provided  by  a  private  security 
contractor  and  supplemented  by  numerous  off-duty  uniformed  Orange  County  police.  Security  is  vigilant  in  and  out  of  the  facili¬ 
ty  rjuring  set  up  and  breakdown  Security  is  triple  layered  with  uniformed,  plan  clothes  and  video  surveillance.  Parking  areas  are 
-i  co  patrolled  before,  during  and  following  the  show  Registration  and  nametags  are  required  for  all  attendees.

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Bucking  the  market  trend: 

Heritage  posts  strong  results  at  FUN 

Greg  Rohan  and  Todd  Imhof  offer  commentary  on  the  state  of  the  market  at  www.HA.com. 


Dallas,  TX  -  On  the  heels  of  the  success  of  Heritage  Auction  Galleries'  $65  million-plus  FUN  and  NYINC  auc- 
tions,  Jan  7-10.  Heritage  President  Greg  Rohan,  and  Vice  President  Todd  Imhof.  sat  down  for  a  candid  dis¬ 
cussion  of  the  current  trends  in  rare  coins  and  currency,  the  surprising  success  of  the  FUN  auctions,  and  the 
convincing  testament  that  the  strong  results  are  due  to  the  viability  of  rare  coins  and  currency  in  the  face  of 
economic  contraction  in  almost  every  sector  of  the  market  as  a  whole. 

I  found  it  very  powerful  that  people  at  the  FUN  auctions  decided  that  they'd  rather  have  $60  million  in  rare 
coins  and  currency  than  $60  million  in  cash  in  the  bank,"  said  Rohan.  “It's  a  good  time  to  be  a  coin  collector. 

The  strength  of  the  auctions,  and  the  overall  coin  market,  at  a  time  when  the  economy  is  in  rapid  retreat,  is 
certainly  not  lost  on  Rohan,  Imhof  or  the  rest  of  the  Heritage  staff.  The  economic  turmoil  in  world  markets,  and 
its  possible  affect  on  FUN  in  specific  and  collectibles  in  general,  has  been  a  subject  of  much  speculation  in  the 
company.  Yet  the  Heritage  model  of  management,  consignment  and  bidding  has  proven  an  exception  to  the 
rule  so  far;  perhaps  even  proving  to  be  a  boon. 

"Were  all  affected  by  (the  downturn),"  said  Imhof.  “every  sector  of  the  economy.  We're  simply  living  in  a  more 
uncertain  world.  Yet  there  are  more  opportunities  for  buyers  now  than  ever  before." 

“Coins  may  not  go  up  25%  in  a  day,"  added  Rohan,  “but  they  also  don't  go  down  25%  in  a  day." 

Both  commented  on  the  uncanny  continuing  strength  of  coins  and  currency  since  the  downturn  shifted  into  full 
gear  in  late  September,  2008,  adding  that,  while  no  sector  of  any  market  has  been  fully  spared,  rare  coins 
have  managed  to  hold  the  better  part  of  their  value  in  the  ensuing  months.  This  is  due  in  part,  said  Imhof.  to 
the  commodity  price  of  gold  and  silver,  but  also  to  the  passion  for  coins  that  serious  collectors  have,  and  the 
faith  they  put  in  offerings  at  FUN. 

“I  really  did  expect  weaker  prices  for  coins,”  said  Rohan.  “On  a  scale  of  one  to  1 0.  I  expected  a  six.  was  afraid 
of  a  four,  but  I’d  say  it  was  (at  least  a  seven  and  a  half,  or  even)  a  solid  eight."  "We  still  saw  results  that  were 
almost  in  line  with  previous  auctions,"  added  Imhof.

Lot  35,  a  superior  portrait  of  Bert  Weigand  by  George  Washington  "Bo"  Hughes,  realized  $4,400.  Lot  42,  an  above  aver¬ 
age  carving  of  a  bearded  man  wearing  a  derby  by  "Bo"  or  Bert  Weigand  also  netted  $4,400.  Lot  41,  a  superior  carving 
of  a  bearded  man  wearing  a  hat  netted  $3,410.  This  carving  was  also  by  "Bo"  Hughes. 


At  the  OHNS  table,  contemporary  hobo  nickel  carver  Dave  Boulay  and  club  president  Rollie  Taylor  demonstrated  the  art 
of  carving  hobo  nickels.

(Named  2007  &  2008)  Off-duty  uniformed  Hickory 
police  provide  continual  security.  Security  is  vigilant  in  and  out  of  the  facility  during  set  up  and  breakdown.  Security  per¬ 
sonal  continually  walk  and  survey  the  show  during  show  hours.  Registration  and  nametags  are  required  for  all  attendees. 
Additional  security  is  provided  during  setup  and  breakdown  of  the  show  with  police  on  foot  around  the  loading  areas. 

11.  South  Carolina  Numismatist  Convention,  Greenville  SC.  (Named  2007  &  2008)  Security  is  provided  by  South 
Carolina  Constables  and  off  duty  South  Carolina  State  Troopers.

In  1955,  when  FUN  was  organized,  my  father  was  stationed  at  Scott  Field  AFB,  just  east  of  St.  Louis. 

I  had  my  own  uniform  by  this  time  in  khaki.  In  1956,  we  went  to  the  Philippines.  I  had  to  get  14  shots 
in  6  weeks.  My  arms  were  sore.  By  the  time  I  made  it  to  high  school,  I  knew  how  to  kill  a  person  27 
different  ways.  I  was  a  cross  between  Steven  Segal  and  Rodney  Dangerfield.  In  the  early  1960s,  we 
were  watching  Combat  every  week  on  TV,  so  by  tne  time  I  was  in  college,  I  was  answering  the  phone, 
"GHQ,  Red  Sector  1,  King  Check  2,  this  is  White  Rook,  over”.  One  day  I  answered,  and  it  was  the 
head  of  the  Psychology  Department,  he  thought  I  was  a  nut  and  wanted  to  study  me,  but  I  wouldn't 
allow  it,  after  all,  I  had  release  papers.  Now  at  the  coin  shop,  we  often  go  to  Defcon  3  or  defense  con¬ 
dition  3  when  ominous  looking  people  come  in.  I  was  the  only  one  in  high  school  wearing  black  steel 
toed  army  combat  boots.  I  had  my  own  foot  locker  at  home. 

I  remember  high  school  as  being  8  of  the  best  years  of  my  life.  They  tried  to  burn  down  the  school  4 
times.  During  one  of  these  attempts,  this  teacher  was  hanging  out  the  3rd  story  window  gasping  for 
air,  and  we  are  all  outside  laughing  our  heads  off.  This  gang  member  would  come  into  home  room 
with  a  fifth  of  whiskey  hidden  in  a  newspaper.  He  would  sit  in  the  back,  drink  the  bottle,  then  throw  it 
out  the  second  story  window  onto  the  front  lawn  of  the  school.  You  could  only  play  basketball  until  you 
were  29.  The  star  basketball  player  became  a  janitor  after  he  was  released  from  high  school.  If  our 
team  lost  a  home  game,  the  visitors  bus  was  practically  destroyed,  not  to  mention  that  the  cheerlead¬ 
ers  were  roughed  up  a  little.  They  finally  raised  the  drinking  age  to  32,  in  order  to  keep  drinking  out 
of  school.  My  senior  year  we  had  33  boys  in  Physics  class.  The  class  was  called,  “Fun  land  with  Mr. 
Wizzard”.  They  would  throw  beakers  against  the  wall  and  shoot  water  to  the  ceiling  until  old  Mrs. 
Spencer,  the  Latin  teacher  would  come  over  screaming,  "What’s  Going  ON?”.  Married  young  ladies 
could  not  inherit  their  husbands  estate  until  they  turned  16.  I  never  knew  what  the  Safety  Club  was, 
but  one  school  assembly,  the  president  and  vice  president  of  the  safety  club,  both  pregnant,  came  up 
on  stage  when  someone  yelled,  “They  weren’t  too  safe  were  they”. 

Food  at  school  leaved  a  lot  to  be  desired.  Every  time  they  mowed  the  lawn,  we  had  cold  slaw  the  next 
day.  The  kitchen  help  would  sweat  in  the  mashed  potatoes.  Chicken  was  thrown  in  a  pot  of  boiling 
water  and  it  was  served  shriveled.  I  must  have  lost  20  pounds  during  my  high  school  years,  eating 
ice  cream  sandwiches.  We  had  an  express  dentist,  he  would  only  work  on  students  with  15  teeth  or 
less.  The  Dentist  would  clean  your  teeth  every  six  months  so  no  one  brushed  their  teeth.  The  only 
way  to  get  out  of  class,  was  on  a  stretcher. 

I  started  driving  when  I  was  17.  I  failed  the  drivers  test  twice  before  I  passed  on  the  third  try.  A  state 
trooper  would  give  the  test  and  they  were  hard.  My  car  had  bullet  holes  all  the  way  up  the  side.  Early 
in  my  driving  career  I  tried  to  make  a  left  turn  in  the  middle  of  a  block  and  I  did  make  a  u-turn  on  a 
major  bridge.  Nothing  was  impossible  and  my  motto  was,  “Speed  erases  mistakes”.  I  don't  like  to  call 
them  speeding  tickets,  I  call  them  "Fast  Driver  Awards”. 

Collecting  coins  at  this  time  was  almost  impossible.  I  had  little  money  and  every  time  we  would  have 
a  coin  club  meeting  after  school,  the  teacher  would  pass  around  7  coins  and  only  3  would  come  back. 
This  was  not  very  encouraging.  I  started  working  after  school  my  senior  year  and  I  had  some  money 
to  buy  coins.  I  joined  3  local  coin  clubs.  Of  course  it  was  not  long  after  I  joined  that  I  got  cheated  on 
a  deal  by  one  of  the  older  club  members.  I  traded  for  what  I  thought  was  an  uncirculated  1843  Seated 
dollar.  It  turned  out  to  be  a  cleaned  VF.  I  did  learn  from  this  experience.  I  was  very  cautious  after  that. 

Remember  in  2000  when  Cheerios  had  the  Sacagawea  dollar  promotion?  5000  Sacagawea  dollars 
were  put  on  Cheerios  cards  and  randomly  placed  in  Cheerios  cereal  boxes.  Thousands  of  2000 
Lincoln  cents  were  in  all  the  other  boxes.  I  bought  25  boxes  of  Cheerios  looking  for  the  Sacagawea 
dollar,  which  I  never  found,  but  we  did  have  lots  of  Cheerios.  We  had  Cheerios  Omelets,  Cheerios 
crumbed  Chicken  and  Fish,  Macaroni  &  Cheese  &  Cheerios,  Ice  Cream  &  Cheerios,  and  so  on.  but 
no  Sacagawea  dollars.  In  fact,  I  have  never  seen  a  Sacagawea  dollar  on  a  Cheerios  card. 

So,  I'm  just  happy  to  be  here. 
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The  F.U.N.  Show  of  2009

The  Florida  United  Numismatic  show  is  one  of  the  nation's  largest  coin  shows  and  is  looked  forward 
to  every  year  by  people  eager  to  see  what  is  happening  in  the  world  of  coins.  Not  only  is  it  a  chance 
for  the  northerners  to  escape  the  cold  wintery  months  and  find  the  sun  in  Florida,  it  is  also  the  bell 
weather  show  which  may  forecast  how  the  rest  of  the  shows  for  the  year  will  turn  out. 

The  2009  FUN  show  was  no  exception  this  year,  with  attendance  over  10.000  and  800  plus  dealer 

tables  manned.  As  an  added  plus,  the  weather  was  fantastic,  with  little  to  no  rain  and  mild  tempera¬ 
tures  in  the  70s. 

S^terman,  Jeanie  Neff  (my  wife)  and  myself  had  the  honor  once  again  of  hosting  the 
CONECA  table.  Our  main  function  at  these  events  is  to  let  people  know  what  CONECA  organization 
does,  to  give  verbal  attributions  on  coins  presented  to  us  for  examination  and  just  to  say  hello  to  our 
many  members  who  did  attend  this  great  show. 

We  were  also  graced  this  year  with  superb  help  from  Alan  Herbert,  who  spent  the  better  part  of  four 
days  at  the  CONECA  booth.  Chuck  Daughtrey,  founder  of  Coppercoins  and  a  CONECA  member,  also 
spent  two  days  at  our  booth,  helping  us  attribute  coins.  I  sincerely  wish  to  thank  both  these  gentle¬ 
men  for  contributing  their  more  than  valuable  time  and  knowledge  to  our  organization. 

Other  notables  who  did  stop  by  and  say  hello  were  Bill  Fivaz  and  Susan  Headley.  Susan  showed  us 
the  forgeries  from  China,  recently  discussed  in  depth  with  article  by  her  in  Coin  World.  These  coun¬ 
terfeit  coins  will  pose  a  very  serious  problem  to  those  who  have  little  or  no  knowledge  of  their  exis¬ 
tence.  Susan  did  manage  to  “sell”  more  than  a  few  of  these  coins  at  the  show  to  unsuspecting  deal¬ 
ers.  This  was  done  before  she  told  the  dealers  that  they  were  actual  counterfeits  from  China. 
Needless  to  say,  there  were  no  sales  of  these  coins  after  the  dealers  found  out  the  truth.  I  do  want  to 
take  this  chance  to  thank  Susan  for  uncovering  these  deceptions  and  her  continuing  efforts  to  find 
more  information  about  these  counterfeiters.  Mike  Ellis,  one  of  the  past  presidents  of  CONECA.  also 
stopped  by  and  said  "hi”.  He  is  now  working  back  in  his  home  town  on  the  East  coast  for  a  new  grad¬ 
ing  company.  We  hope  that  this  new  venture  goes  well  for  him. 

As  I  mentioned  before,  one  of  our  functions  is  to  verbally  attribute  coins  and  this  show  seemed  a  bit 
busier  than  most  in  that  area.  On  an  average,  we  did  look  at  more  than  a  100  coins  per  day.  Some  of 
the  more  interesting  were  a  1955  Lincoln  cent  with  DDO-001  that  needed  both  to  be  conserved  and 
encapsulated.  An  1878  Indian  Head  three  dollar  gold  piece  that  was  both  under  weight  and  under 
size.  It  also  did  not  have  the  correct  diagnostics  for  that  year.  A  triple  struck  Indian  head  penny  with 
an  unknown  date  (1887  or  1897).  Also  attributed  and  found  to  be  genuine  was  a  quadruple  clip  on  a 
1955  Lincoln  cent.  Another  oddity  was  a  possible  triple  die  centered  on  the  date  of  a  1938-D  Walking 
Liberty  half  dollar.  One  other  interesting  die  anomaly  was  discovered  by  Chuck  Daughtrey  while  he 
attributed  some  coins  from  Tina  Serneels.  There  appeared  to  be  a  working  hub  break  on  the  top  bar 
of  the  E  in  AMERICA  on  a  1998  Lincoln  cent.  While  this  would  be  considered  a  minor  defect,  it  is 
interesting  that  it  was  not  caught  before  this  time  since  the  reverse  of  the  1998  Lincoln  cent  is  heav¬ 
ily  searched  for  the  possibilities  of  having  a  Type  II  reverse. 

If  you  missed  this  show  or  have  never  been  to  it,  you  are  indeed  missing  something.  As  I  mentioned 
before,  this  is  one  of  the  largest  if  not  the  largest  in  the  nation  and  well  worth  the  effort  to  attend.  I 
would  like  to  thank  the  F.U.N.  organization,  especially  Cindy  Wibker  the  FUN  show  coordinator  for 
such  a  great  show.  I  would  also  like  to  thank  the  Central  Florida  Coin  Club  people  who  helped  man 
the  various  stations  throughout  this  show.  Without  all  these  persons  helping  out.  this  show  would  not 
be  what  it  is.  So  if  you  are  in  or  near  Florida,  come  on  down  to  the  next  F.U.N.  show  in  2010:  Mark. 
Jeanie  and  I  plan  on  being  there  to  once  again  represent  CONECA  We  do  hope  to  see  you  then 
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F.U.N.
